Occasionally your powder scale will 
present problems of one sort or another. 
If your magnetic dampened scale seems 
to have worn out and is no longer as 
sensitive as it used to be check for 
whiskers of steel (steel wool) on the 
magnet. | check the magnet with an eye 
loupe and remove the whiskers with 
tweezers. It should become a habit to 
check the magnet frequently. Don’t use 
steel wool near your scale.

Mr. Clyde R. Hart passed away on 
Sunday February 17, 1980. With his 
passing one of the major figures in the 
shooting world has left the scene. He 
may be gone but he will never be forgot- 
ten. 

Clyde began his lifelong love affair 
with shooting as a boy who hunted and 
spent time outdoors whenever possible. 
The habits of youth never left this kind 
man who later became the most famous 
barrel maker in the world. On any given 
weekend he could be found at the 
nearest rifle match shooting and talking 
with those who also shared his devotion 
to the shooting sports. Clyde was a 
friend to all who had any dealings with 
him. 

Although fame was his companion 
he never allowed it to interfere with his 
association with anyone. His friends in- 
cluded the weak, the powerful, the rich, 
the poor, the common man and the in- 
tellectual. All could meet Clyde on the 
common ground of love for the shooting 
sports and feel at ease. 

Clyde began his shooting competition 
under the leadership of his father, the 
noted Charles Hart, and continued to 
compete till several weeks before his

death. He was an early leader in the 
benchrest movement and he remained 
active until he retired from the position 
of Chairman of the IBS measuring com- 
mittee during 1979. 

Although he was always a shooter it 
was not until the early 50’s that he 
became involved in the rifle barrel mak- 
ing business. From the start Hart barrels 
made their mark on the benchrest game 
and the word soon spread. Before long 
all of the rifle sports were using Hart bar- 
rels. One of the goals of every aspiring 
shooter was to own a Hart barrel. It was 
viewed as the ultimate accessory. What 
better compliment could the world give 
to Clyde Hart? 

During the memorial service for Clyde, 
his minister, The Reverend Robert C. 
Case, of the Apulia United Methodist 
Church, made several observations. He 
made the point that, above all else, 
Clyde was an honest man. To anyone 
who dealt with him this was a point that 
was brought home and never ques- 
tioned. A good barrel and fair treatment 
were always available at Hart Rifle Bar- 
rels, Inc. 

The Reverend Case also quoted from 
the Apocrypha Ecclesiasticus (Sirach) 
chapter 38, verses 27-28 and verse 34. 
The scripture reads: “Yet they maintain 
God’s ancient handiwork, and their con- 
cern is for the exercise of their skill.” 
Clyde Hart had a lot of concern for the 
exercise of his skill. With each barrel 
went a bit of Clyde. He constantly put his 
best into each item that he made. If it 
was not up to his high standards it was 
scrapped. As each of us use his pro- 
ducts we can feel that bit of Clyde work- 
ing for us. 

| once asked Clyde about his scrap 
barrels. He told me that he was shooting 
one and it worked just fine. The marks in 
it were almost invisible but it did not 
stand up to his critical standards. He 
could have made more barrels and 
reaped more profit by letting this work 
out to some customers but he felt that 
each customer was paying the best and 
should receive the best. There were no 
shortcuts allowed. For that we can be 
thankful. 

| had known Clyde for a few years 
before | took the job as editor of Preci- 
sion Shooting but | did not get to know 
him well until after we had worked, 


talked and competed together for a few 
years. No matter how much or how little 
time | spent with this fine man | always 
left a bit richer, either in knowledge or 
spirit. Here was a man who touched all 
who knew him yet he never felt that he 
was as important as he really was. 
Humility remained with him always. 

Clyde always contributed as best he 
could to the support of the shooting 
sports. He felt that he could do more and 
was always willing to assist. When it 
came time to staff ‘‘Benchrest ’79” Clyde 
was a natural and one of the first to ac- 
cept a role in that event. His greatest 
worry was that he might not be able to 
answer all the questions. Of course the 
session ran overtime, but he still had a 
slight worry that he might not do his 
best. It was that concern for improve- 
ment that made Clyde a popular suc- 
cess. 

Having known him for only 10 years 
provided me with a lot of pleasant 
memories. Fortunate are those who 
knew him for all his years. Their memory 
banks must be filled with much treasure 
labeled Clyde R. Hart. In this life of ours 
we must count the personal relation- 
ships as greater than the material advan- 
cements. When | am forced to tally my 
score | shall count the association with 
Mr. Clyde R. Hart as one of my highest 
remembrances. The benchrest sport is 
full of delightful people who are con- 
stantly offering fine associations but 
Clyde Hart will long hold the top spot, 
not for what he was so much as for what 
he was not. In this day of pressure and 
short quality he was like a breath of 
spring air as he brightened the day of 
each of us. 

To his wonderful family, who shared 
him so willingly over the years, | offer my 
best wishes for continued success. May 
you continue to follow in the track set by 
your dear Clyde. It is a good one and it is 
pointed in the right direction.

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Benchrest Headlines — 
25 Years Ago 


@ A new and really super Forster 
Brothers precision case length trim- 
mer made its debut. This small lathe- 
like hand operated tool eventually 
became, and still is, an extremely ver- 
satile item with accessories for neck 
reaming, neck turning, hollow point- 
ing, primer pocket cleaning and neck 
chamfering. This columnist noted that 
a chucked pin of appropriate size rid- 
ing in the flash hole with the regular 
Forster pilot in the case neck allows 
measurement of flash hole ec- 
centricities. A dial indicator is 
fastened to the trimmer. 


@ Hornady offered a $500 cash award to 
the first person to break any of the ex- 
isting bench rest records (ten shot 
group or aggregate) with a rifle weigh- 
ing not over 12 pounds without sights 
attached. Similarly, Hornady offered a 
$1000 cash award if the job was ac- 
complished with a rifle weighing 
not over 8 pounds without sights at- 
tached. Records fired at registered 
NBRSA matches had to be verified by 
the sponsoring club, stating that the 
competitor’s equipment met the 
weight limitations imposed. Mr. Hor- 
nady apparently was interested in 
pushing the development of accuracy 
in practical field rifles. 


@ The existing ten shot record at 100 
yards as of the announcement of this 
award was .240”, at 200 yards .528” 
and 1.740” at 300 meters. Official ag- 
gregates were not posted yet but the 
5-10 (100+200) performance by Mike 
Walker at .4445 MOA was considered 
the lowest ever fired in competition. 


e@ The Sierra awards discussed last 
month coupled with the new Hornady 
awards started to make things in- 
teresting. 


@ Adding fuel to the fire was T. K. Lee 
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by A. H. Angerman 


the famous Lee dot scope reticle man 
offering a $50 cash award for any new 
ten shot record fired at the upcoming 
matches at DuBois, Pa. over the 
Memorial Day weekend. And another 
$50 cash for breaking the National 
Course aggregate. No strings at- 
tached to the rifle used. A good deal. 


Harold Morgan, regional director 
from Custer, S.D. laid out a proposed 
program of bench rest shooting 
events to tickle the heart of any 
shooter. Light weight rifles weighing 
10 to 13 pounds with 6X scopes were 
being pushed. Our present day var- 
mint classes were beginning to 
evolve.

Occasionally an idea strikes this desk 
and it bears fruit in the form of an article. 
On other occasions it appears as a pro- 
duct report or as a comment in this col- 
umn. The following thoughts are not 
long enough to make the feature status 
of many articles but they certainly are 
worthy of note in this column. Read them 
and digest them for they tell us some- 
thing that may be of value in these infl- 
ated times. 

Benchrest, like many other sports, has 
a large following of people who are in- 
fluenced by what is going on. In their 
sincere attempt to be successful they 
follow the lead of those who are suc- 
cessful in as many ways as they can. Win 
with brand ‘‘XX’’ and suddenly there is a 
shortage of that product. The next step 
is obviously an increase in the price; 
reverse supply-and-demand, if you will. 
This is not always the case but it is in all 
too many cases. 

This attitude, which | call the ‘‘Follow- 
Me Syndrome,” is currently in effect in 
almost every sport in America, in fact it 
is one of world-wide importance. When 
the winner drinks “Old Bubbles’ that 
brand suddenly takes off on the sales 
chart as surely that is what makes the 
winner a winner. Only ‘‘Old Bubbles” is 
the long term winner here. We see this 
on all fronts and in many sports and ac- 
tivities. 

Please do not interpret this as a cheap 
shot at the major components of any 
winning performance. They are valid 
products but that winner might just have 
won with any other of many on the list of 
possibles that day, whether they were 
skis or tires; not to mention bullets, pri- 
mers or scopes. The important factor 
may not be the product but the perfor- 
mance of the winner. 

In my job as editor of this magazine | 
see more products than | could ever use 
in these pages. | try to present most of 
the benchrest items to you as news 
releases or product reports. Keeping you 
informed is important. Without informa- 
tion on what is happening you cannot 
judge for yourselves. Some of you are 
not judging but are rather caught up in 
the ‘‘Follow-Me” situation and it is cost- 
ing you money. 

Presently there is a major item on the 
market for just about everything that we 
use in making benchrest work. Perhaps 
the exception is gasoline which all of us 
would dearly like to tell the world where 
to put. Aside from that all of you can 
come up with the major accessory for 
each department of the shooting sport. 
Obviously | will not mention names as | 
do not care to promote, or reject, any- 
thing that is possible for our sport. | try 


not to promote anything excessively or 
overlook anything too much. | don’t get 
paid to peddle anything and would not 
do it if | were. | feel that we must know 
purely on a performance basis. 

While looking over some items for 
various concerns | became aware that 
there were excellent alternatives to 
brand ‘‘XX’’. For the past few months | 
have been shooting quite well with one 
of those major brands. It is a bullet of 
know quality and performance, not to 
mention price. | find it quite satisfactory 
in my rifle. 

What is not common is that | have 
been shooting about 1/5 of my aggreg- 
ates with less common, less expensive, 
bullets and finding performance on a par 
with the established ones. In my mind 
that tells us all something. There are 
alternatives! We just have to look at 
those alternatives and perhaps we will 
find the magic combination there, no 
matter what the product. 

If we look with open minds we may 
find that we can not only improve ac- 
curacy but also save a few cents. With 
prices way out of sight and climbing any 
little savings can be a major factor in 
how many matches we attend this 
season. 

Perhaps these alternative products do 
not work for all of us. This game tells us 
that on a regular basis but we certainly 
owe it to ourselves to find out. Who 
among us can afford not to look into 
economy?

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Benchrest Down Under — 
The Australian Scene 


This month brings more on the deci- 
sions from the National Benchrest meet- 
ing. 

The Australian Benchrest Hall of Fame 
was finalized with regard to the points 
formula and will apply back to the start 
of registered ten target Nationals in 
1973. Points will be allocated as follows: 
1 for Range Aggregate win, 2 for a Class 
win and 3,2, and 1 for the top three in the 
4 Gun Aggregate. However, before 
points will be awarded minimum entry 
number conditions will have to be 
satisfied. These are 25 entrants in 
Sporter, 35 in Heavy and Light Varmint, 
20 in Experimental and a total entry of 
115 of any combination in the four 
events. There will be a maximum 22 
points on offer at each National’s pro- 
vided the entry number condition is met. 
| may add that these minimums have 
been more than met, and on most occa- 
sions exceeded all but once during 
1973-1979. This was in 1979. Total points 
to be amassed for entry to the Hall will 
be 15. 

Our Benchrest Rule Book is well ad- 
vanced and proofs should be available 
by mid January. We hope that produc- 
tion will commence shortly after the 
S.S.A.A. Inc. National Conference 
scheduled for the last weekend in Janu- 
ary. The Rule Book is long overdue and 
is one item that should be eagerly snap- 
ped up by the shooters.

vate and meeting discussion. Presently 
the type of indicator used is the peroga- 
tive of the host branch. The only require- 
ment currently laid down in the rules is a 
minimum standard in relation to the dis- 
tances they must be placed and row per 
number of benches. Some branches 
have put effort into improving this 
aspect and have styrene ball type indica- 
tors while others still ‘‘rely’”’ on the rib- 
bon on the stick principle. To date no 
changes have been made mandatory but 
indications are that this area is engen- 
dering interest and improvement. 

At the Southern Varmint Titles the last 
couple of hours were free (due entirely 
to good organization keeping the show 
on the road) so the range and facilities 
were given over to shooters wishing to 
try and attain their Diamond Award as 
such awards must be accompanied by a 
moving backer for shot identification. 
Quite a few tried and bombed out but 
two Americans, one Canadian and two 
Aussies made the grade.

1979 INTERNATIONAL POSTAL MATCHES 


A total of five countries took part in the 
1979 IBS Postal Matches. West Germany 
joined in this activity with Canada, 
Australia, Italy and the United States. A 
new Postal record of .2912’’ was estab- 
lished by the U.S. Heavy Varmint team. 
This team score was established by team 
members Larry Earp, Tony Boyer, Gary 
Ocock, Mike Griffin and Bob 
Adamowicz. 

The Light Varmint team entered by 
Italy took top honors with a score of 
.3708’". This is an indication of the fine 
progress made in Italy since they first 
entered the Postal Matches in 1977. The 
Australian team held a solid 2nd place in 
all classes. 

U.S. competitor Jack Deming won his 
sixth Postal Match medallion on the 
Heavy Bench rifle team. Jack is the third 
U.S. competitor to make a Postal team 
six times, joining Myles Hollister and 
P.J. Hart. Jack was on the Light Varmint 
team in 1970, ’71, ’73 and ’77, and Heavy 
Varmint in 1976. Well done Jack! 

Each of the five team members in the 
country of the 1st, 2nd and 3rd place 
teams will receive a 1979 Postal Match 
medallion. These have been sent to the 
International Committee member in 
each affiliated organization.

Neatly packaged in plastic, which 
keeps it clean and new looking, this 
press is made of aluminum and steel. It 
comes with its own allen wrench so that 
you do not have to go buy one to make 
your press work. That is a nice idea and 
it costs little more. The handle has a 
black plastic knob to be easy on the 
fingers. Long use of an arbor press with- 
out a smooth handle always makes me 
appreciate this little touch. The 
workmanship is neat and the press car- 
ries a brushed finish which is in keeping 
with its intended price. Fancy finish— 
fancy price. 

After working with this press for some 
time | am sure that it is as advertised, a 
good press at a fair price. It does its job 
and shows no signs of failure or inferior 
materials.
